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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23-33 and 41-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the combination of Moore (US 2001/0029152 Al) and Ishizaki et al (US 2001/0041509 Al). 

Moore discloses a method for controlling a chemical mechanical polishing process 
comprises gathering electrical resistance information and analyzing to control the CMP process 
(paragraph [0055]-[0056] and also [0044-46, 48-49]) for a semiconductor wafer with integrated 
circuit features (see abstract and paragraph [0002]). 

Moore fails to disclose that the electrical resistance members are embedded in the wafer. 
Ishizaki teaches that it is a useful technique to use embedded electrical resistance members to 
control a polishing process ([0004]-[0005]). It would have been obvious to one with ordinary 
skill in the art to use embedded electrical resistance members to control the polishing process of 
Moore because Ishizaki teaches that this is a useful technique. 

As to amended claims 23, 41 and 52, Moore is directed to integrated circuits, therefore it 
is obvious that in the method of Moore modified by Ishizaki that the resistance members are 
embedded in the wafer with integrated circuit features since Moore is specifically directed to 
semiconductor processing. It is noted that Ishizaki is not merely for thin film magnetic heads, 
but for various kinds of workpieces ([0068]), for which integrated circuits are obvious. 
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As to claim 41, it would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to isolate 
a plurality of electrical resistance members within different layers and to couple them to form an 
individual electrical resistance entity across the different layers in the modified method of Moore 
in order to increase the sensitivity of the control by using more members. 

As to claim 52, it would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to form at 
least two electrical resistanc members in different directions within a layer and to electrically 
isolate them from one another in the modified method of Moore in order to increase the 
sensitivity of the control by using more members. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 7/30/04 and 8/10/04 are noted, and have been fully 
considered, but they are not persuasive. Applicant had noted that Ishizaki is directed to ceramic 
materials. However, polishing the ceramic alumina and controlling a polishing process, as in 
Ishizaki, is also useful in the formation of integrated circuits since thin films of alumina are 
present in both thin film magnetic heads and in integrated circuits. Further it is noted that the 
primary reference is directed to semiconductors, so the arguments are not persuasive since 
control of polishing of semiconductors is known and desired, as taught by Moore.
